ed than Rumania. Germany is Rumania's 
best export trade 
customer, 
and 
Great 
Britain its second largest. Germany buys 
more than 25 per cent of all that 
Rum­ 
ania ships abroad, and supplies over one- 
third of the smaller country’s imports. Oil 
tanks, grain elevators, and lumber yards 
are R u m a n ia ’s* most attractive wares. 
R um ania transacts less business 
with 
the six nations encircling her 
Soviet R us­ 
sia, Boland. Hungary, 
Yugoslavia, 
Bul­ 
garia, and Turkey across the Black Sea— 
than with the larger and more distant E u ­ 
ropean powers. She offers food and fuel, 
both of which are needed more urgently 
by highly industrialized nations. 
When the World W ar broke out in 1914, 
Rumania was some 53,300 square miles in 
extent, w ith an estimated population of 7,- 
898,000. After the war, however, the ter­ 
ritory and population 
were more 
than 
doubled by the incorporation of Bessara­ 
bia, Transylvania, and Bucoyina. The new 
Rumania is about equal in area 
to 
the 
States of Connecticut, 
New York, 
New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, and Mary­ 
land. 
R u m a n ia ’s chief commercial attraction 
is oil. 
Next to Soviet Russia, she is 
E u ­ 
rope’s 
leading producer of oil 
and 
other 
petroleum products. Moreover, 
Rumania 
is the nearest source of 
supply 
to 
the 
world’s greatest oil importing countries. 
Constanta— Black Sea port which holds 
tit** nozzle of R um ania’s oil line- is h un­ 
dreds of miles closer to European consum­ 
ers than are the oil ports of Iran and the 
Netherlands Indies, or the shipping points 
of oil from the Americas. 
The actual extent of this country’s oil- 
bearing lands is 
only 
approximately 
known. I ti the rich oil regions 
the 
esti­ 
mated average production is 50,000 tons 
for each well bored. For two decades oil 
production litis been on th** increase. More 
rapid mid modern means of mining

product tire being introduced, with grati­ 
fying results. Maximum capacity does not 
seem to be reached, for out 
of 
62.500 
acres of proved oil lands, only about 12,- 
000 are being exploited, and there is

has not yet been touched. 
(bis is an important by-product of the 
petroleum industry. The daily output 
of 
this is approximately 5,000,000 cubic met­ 
ers, which is only about 4 0 per cent

Rumania's total gas production. 
In its present development the oil

dustry of Rumania is now.

oil wells were purposely destroyed (luring

the Balkans. Other mineral 
resources of th** count iv are zinc, copper, 
iron, it ti*! lead.

In th** coal region there is also 
a good grade of iron ore mined, and

Steel production amounts to some 200,000 
tons annually, and this metal is used in 
the m anufacture of rolled Iron, rails, loco­ 
motives, and in the building of bridges.

Washington-—Government officials pri­ 
vately are debating the necessity of m u f­ 
fling radio equipment on all belligerent 
vessels when they come into U. S. waters. 
In discussing this, officials observe dip­ 
lomatic niceties and refer only the ‘‘Coun­ 
try A ” and "Country B” , but w h at 
they 
really mean is a situation like the follow­ 
ing: 


A German m erchant vessell lying in 
a 
U. S. port observes the departure 
of 
a 
British vessel loaded with cotton, oil 
or 
other raw materials of war. The German 
vessel radios to a 
sumbarine, 
some 
of 
which are now in U. S. waters, 
giving 
a 
description of the ship, its cargo, time 
of 
departure and other essential information. 
Result of these communications is 
to 
increase the hazard already encountered 
by British shipping from German su b m a r­ 
ines, and to place this country in the posi­ 
tion of aiding in a strikingly 
unneutral 
act. 
The radio-muffling would have to 
be 
done not only to German ships, however, 
but to ships of all belligerents.

The arms embargo battle opened In the 
Senate with a clear majority for repeal, 
but with the final outcome still very much 
in doubt. 
Most significant thing about it was the

When the President issued his call, the 
private feeling in the inner White House 
circle was that there would be relatively 
little difficulty about lifting the embargo.

they 
had counted on were on the other 
side, 
and certain other Republicans and Demo-

would give any definite reason 
for

uncertainty, but they indicated they were 
much impressed by the preponderance 
of 
the mail they were getting 
against 
re­ 
peal. 
A secret investigation of this mail now 
under way indicates that a 
considerable 
portion of it is coming 
from 
Coughlin, 
Bund, and foreign sources. But much of it 
is not inspired, is motivated entirely 
by 
fear that tampering with

open the way to involving the 
country in the European conflict.

Also significant is the

On the Republican side the leaders are

Washington— Most of the keep- 
the-embargo letters 
which 
are 
swamping senators ami congress­ 
men these days are 
spontaneous 
and are not the product of 
any 
pressure group or radio spellbin­ 
der. if a sample check undertak­ 
en by this reporter means any­ 
thing. 
There never has been anything 
like the flood of letters that have 
come 
in 
lately demanding 
that 
the 
neutrality 
law 
stand u n ­ 
changed. The fate of the law may 
depend on what the average legis­ 
lator decides about those letters. 
If he figures they really repre­ 
sent public sentiment back home. 
he is very likely 
to 
follow the 
line 
they 
lay down. 
If. on the 
other hand, he figures they 
are 
mostly the product of 
a 
write- 
your-senator campaign he is apt 
to ignore them. 
529 LETTERA 
.STV DIED 
So I spent several hours going 
through 
529 
letters 
which rep­ 
resented one morning's 
mail 
in 
one senator’s office. 
Reading 
a 
mass of letters like that, it isn t 
so very hard to pick out those 
“ inspired" by some group or 
in­ 
dividual and those which 
came 
from citizens, obviously stirred up 
and writing on their own 
hook. 
You couldn't separate sheep from 
goats in a mere dozen letters, or 
in a score, but when 
you 
have 
studied 500-odd you can size them 
up pretty well. 
Of 
these 
529 letters studied. 
37 demanded 
adoption 
of 
the 
President's program. 
The rest— 
49 2 in all — can be classified as 
follows: 
Two hundred and seventy-four 
— more than half— seemed 
very 
clearly to be spontaneous. 
One hundred and twenty were 
at the other extreme: printed let­ 
ters. unmistakably sent 
out 
be­ 
cause of a campaign put on 
by 
some organization. 
There were 
three varieties of printed 
letter 
in this batch. 
Thirty-eight were 
individually 
written, but were equally obvious­ 
ly inspired. 
When 
you 
read 
a 
dozen letters, all saying “ I want 
no change in the present n e u tral­ 
ity law— no war for the IT. S. A." 
without the 
slightest 
variation, 
you can be sure they a r e n ’t spon­ 
taneous. 
Twenty-four 
letters demanded 
that this country keep out of war. 
hut made no specific mention of 
the neutrality law. 
Twenty were in the nature of 
round-robins. or petitions. A few 
of these sounded very much like 
the joint products of groups that 
had just listened to a radio broad­ 
cast. 
Most of them, 
however, 
came 
from 
organizations 
like 
men's Bible classes, social clubs, 
and so on. which had debated the 
issue aud formally voted on 
it. 
Some of these, possibly, may have 
been the end-product of a pres­ 
sure group's work; I would class 
at least half of the 20 as wholly 
spontaneous. 
Six letters did not mention the 
neutrality 
law, 
bitt simply 
ac­ 
cused the President of trying 
to 
get the country into war. 
Fo u r were strongly anti-Semitic. 
Three were form letters which 
clearly had not been written 
by 
the signers. 
Three were of the 
type and just didn t 
sense. 
Of the 274 
which 
spontaneous, I might make a m en­ 
tal 
reservation about l l 
which, 
tor one reason or another, could 
perhaps be interpreted as partly 
inspired by something other than 
the writer's own thinking. 
Incidentally, 
of 
the 37 letters 
which 
upheld 
the 
President's 
stand, five were identical in word­ 
ing and hence can be classed as 
inspired. 
How' 
far 
this

hold good for all of 
th* 
that have been pouring 
lately is. of course, imp* 
know. This represented

office. The tabulation might 
be 
quite different in some other off­ 
ice.

But I am sure that of the 529 
letters that I saw, more than half 
were spontaneous and stood for 
a real outpouring of public opin­ 
ion.

F o r it is absolutely impos­ 
sible to preserve non-com batants 
from bom bing from th e air if you 
allow th a t m ethod of attack at 
all. 
W hen you bomb fortified cities 
or towns, as well as unfortified, 
you are certain to kill civilians re­ 
gardless of sex or age, in addition 
to soldiers. 
This is not said in 
defense of Hitler, of course; for 
him th e re Is no defense. 
I am 
merely poin ting out th a t the only 
way to preserve non-com batants 
is to limit bom bing to forts and 
th a t c annot ho done. 
It has not 
been in Ethiopia, Spain, or China, 
an d it will not be in this war. 
Bo in bs Not S elective 
Years ago I heard Lord T h o m ­ 
son. the n the British Air Minister, 
defend British bom bin g of rebelli­ 
ous tribes by saying th a t his ai r­ 
men w ere careful to bomb only 
g roups of men with a r m s iii their 
hands. " W h a t re m a rk a b ly * selec­ 
tive bom bs we do use in o u r a r ­ 
m y ,’’ said a well-known English 
w riter sitting next to me. Bombs 
a r e 
never 
selective in choosing 
th e ir victims, nor is it possible 
for an av iato r to he. 
Ile travels 
at an e n o rm o u s speed; he may he

Esther Yan W agoner Tufty 
No quick decision on the 
neu­ 
trality issue is likely— according 
to Congressman Albert J. Engel, 
Muskegon Republican. “ Any issue 
with Senators Borah and 
Jo h n ­ 
son against it is certain to 
have 
prolonged debate!’’ claims Engel. 
“ We ll be lucky to get a vote 
on 
this bill by Thanksgiving.’’ 
In the meanwhile, 
like 
other 
Michigan men and all 
men 
in 
Congress, Engel is swamped with 
letters from here. W h a t he really 
needs, he says, is some new mech­ 
anical gadget to help him sort and 
evaluate the contents of his mail­ 
bag. Something th at would 
make 
its contents a real barometor 
of 
public opinion. Not all 
of 
these 
neutrality letters are 
from 
his 
constituents. Fifty percent of the 
average 200 a day come from out­ 
side his ninth congressional dis­ 
trict, largely from Detroit. 
This 
half contains the 
bulk 
of 
the 
Father Coughlin, Lindbergh, Pro- 
German and 
national 
pressure 
group letters which are not taken 
too seriously. 
The other half are probably ty­ 
pical of most congressional 
dis­ 
tricts without a metropolitan con­ 
ter. Among these Engel can esti­ 
mate their worth more accurately ^ 
Many of the writers 
he 
knows 
personally. The other day I help­ 
ed him prowl through his 
mail, 
and of the first 
60 
letters 
he 
opened, only one was for repeal 
of the arms embargo. 
Engel was impressed 
by 
the 
character of the letters. Well-writ­ 
ten on good stationery they came 
from people widely scattered over 
the western part 
of 
the 
state. 
Many nationalities were represent­ 
ed, but even his Polish correspon­ 
dents, whose sympathies are 
in­ 
timate and intense, favor keeping 
the embargo, because they think 
it will keep their adopted country, 
America, out of war. 
Engel is 
convinced 
th at 
his 
mail accurately reflects the pres­ 
ent opinion of his district. It coin­ 
cides with his findings from chats 
with his people at county 
fairs 
in Cadillac, 
Traverse 
City 
and 
Hart. He also 
discovered 
that 
PO percent wanted to hang Hitler, 
hut also 05 percent 
wanted 
us 


not to help in the hanging. 
The neutrality mail is one 
of 
the most confusing factors in this 
difficult d ecision which faces our 
congressmen. The press 
of 
the 
country has been overwhelmingly 
in favor of repeal. Fortune m aga­ 
zine’s recent pool 
reports 
that 
public sentiment is expressed 
in 
the editorial opinions of the news­ 
papers. The White 
House 
a n ­ 
nounces a large 
favorable 
res­ 
ponse to the President’s message. 
Yet every man on Capitol Hill is 
snowed under with mail against 
the lifting of the embargo! 
You c a n ’t blame a congressman, 
who leans towards keep.ng 
the 
embargo from 
being 
reassured 
when his district writes him that 
they agree. Yet today, like almost 
every other 
Michigan 
congress­ 
man, Albert J. Engel will not say 
flatfootedly he will vote to 
re­ 
tain the arm s embargo. 
He 
is 
trying to stay calm and 
dispass­ 
ionate—aud open-minded. None of 
these are easy 
for a 
man 
who 
fought in the World War. 
It is obvious from the 
letters 
that the writing-public has jum p­ 
ed to the conclusion that to lift 
the arm s embargo, as the 
Presi­ 
dent recommends, is to involve us 
in the war. One 
wonders 
how 
fully they are informed 
of 
the 
risks of w ar involved by retain­ 
ing the present 
neutrality 
act 
says Congressman John Lesinski, 
Detroit Democrat, 
who 
believes 
that when the public hears all the 
pros and cons it will be convinc­ 
ed that the President has the best 
plan to keep America safe.” Many 
do not realize that when we ship 
basic rawr materials to belligerents 
on our own boats that we 
might 
be forced into a war because they 
are destroyed. 
Democrat John Dingell, of De­ 
troit, says “ the propagandists for 
repeal say the Administration con­ 
templates a war when the reverse 
is true as clearly shown in 
the 
proposed hill aimed at removing 
the threats of w a r ’’. Dingell, who 
accuses the Republicans of play­ 
ing 
politics 
with the issue is 
thinking of introducing 
a 
bill 
absolutely barring everything 
on 
the contraband list to either side. 
That would mean no foreign m a r­ 
ket for Senator Borah's Idaho po­ 
tatoes and wheat, says Dingell. 
So the hope for 
congressmen 
and public alike, it seems to me, 
to arrive at the best safeguards 
for peace is to keep open-minded 
while all factors are aired.
